NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that the 2022 AQMP is designed to meet federal Clean Air Act
requirements and addresses the attainment demonstration requirements of the federal Clean Air Act for the
South Coast Air Basin (Los Angeles County, Orange County, San Bernardino County and Riverside
County) and Coachella Valley.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that the 2022 AQMP will be submitted to the California Air
Resources Board (CARB) and the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency for inclusion into the State
Implementation Plan (SIP).

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that the 2022 AQMP addresses the 2015 8-hour ozone national
ambient air quality standard (70 ppb). This Plan establishes transportation emission budgets for the standard
based on the latest motor vehicle emissions model and planning assumptions. The Plan also incorporates
significant new scientific data, emissions inventories, ambient measurements, control measures and air
quality models. The 2022 AQMP is jointly developed by the South Coast AQMD, CARB, and Southern
California Association of Governments (SCAG).

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that the 2022 AQMP includes new information on key elements
such as:

e Current air quality;

e Updated emission inventories;

e An overall control strategy comprised of: South Coast AQMD’s Stationary and Mobile Source
control measures; CARB’s State Strategy for State Implementation Plan (SIP);

e Reasonably Available Control Technology (RACT) and Reasonably Available Control Measures
(RACM) analyses;

e Attainment demonstrations for the 2015 8-hour ozone standard (70 ppb) in 2037 for both South
Coast Air Basin and Coachella Valley;

e A request to bump-up the Coachella Valley’s nonattainment status for the 2015 8-hour ozone
standard from “Severe” to “Extreme”

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that the Revised Draft 2022 AQMP will soon be released for a 45-
day public comment period and will be available at: http://www.agmd.gov/2022agmp. The Revised Draft
2022 AQMP is developed to reflect public comments received on the Draft 2022 AQMP which was
released for public comment period from May 6,2022 to July 22, 2022, and for which three Regional Public
Workshops were held. We encourage interested stakeholders to submit comments on the Revised Draft
2022 AQMP.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that, pursuant to the California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA)
a Draft Program Environmental Impact Report (EIR) for the 2022 AQMP will be released soon for a 45-
day public comment and review period.

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN that a Draft Socioeconomic Report for the 2022 AQMP is being
prepared and will be released in September for a at least 30-day public comment and review period.
